To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Charlestown, 
I  herewith  submit  my  first  annual  report  as  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools. 

Administrative  and  Teaching  Staff 

Mr.  David  Mindess  of  Brookline,  Massachusetts,  a 
graduate  of  Northeastern  University,  with  a  Master's 
Degree  in  Education  from  Boston  University,  was  elect- 
ed Principal  of  Charlestown  High  School.  He  has  also 
studied  at  the  Harvard  Graduate  School  of  Education, 
and  was  formerly  a  teacher  at  the  Ashland,  Massachus- 
etts High  School.  In  addition  to  his  responsibilities  as 
School  Administrator,  Mr.  Mindess  is  teaching  one  class 
in  the  Commercial  Department.  Mr.  Alger,  his  prede- 
cessor, resigned  last  June  to  accept  a  position  at  Endi- 
cott  Jr.  College  in  Beverly,  Mass. 

Mr.  Sheldon  Blanchard  was  hired  to  teach  Mathe- 
matics and  Science  in  the  Junior  Department.  He  is  a 
graduate  of  Keene  Teachers  College,  and  this  is  his  first 
year  in  teaching.

Miss  Virginia  L.  Milster  was  appointed  Music  Su- 
pervisor for  the  Elementary  and  High  schools.  She  re- 
placed two  part  time  music  teachers  and  has  charge  of

Budget 
The  School  Board  called  three  special  meetings 
during  the  month  of  January  in  which  the  business  was 
devoted  entirely  to  the  preparation  of  the  school  bud- 
get. The  two  major  items  in  the  budget  are  the  teacher 
salary  and  transportation  costs.  Next  year  it  is  planned 
to  construct  a  new  room  adjacent  to  the  music  room  on 
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the  lower  level.  This  room  can  be  used  as  a  class  room 
or  home  room  as  desired.  The  Superintendent's  office, 
which  is  financially  supported  by  the  Union,  is  to  be 
moved  from  the  High  School  building.  This  will  give  an 
added  space  for  a  small  class  room.  With  these  changes 
we  can  increase  the  capacity  of  the  High  School  to  some 
290  pupils,  and  thus  eliminate  the  need  for  a  High 
School  addition  for  some  time  to  come.  At  this  writing 
the  High  School  enrollment  is  approximately  249  pupils. 
These  adjustments  in  the  use  of  the  building  will,  of 
course,  mean  some  added  cost,  which  must  be  provided 
for  in  the  new  budget. 

The  number  of  teacher  candidates  available  still 
remains  extremely  limited,  with  salaries  of  inexperi- 
enced teachers  set  at  about  $3,300.00.  Information 
would  seem  to  indicate  that  we  should  not  expect  any 
major  turnover  in  the  faculty  this  year. 

It  is  very  possible  that  another  year  our  transporta- 
tion of  pupils  will  be  done  entirely  on  a  bus  rental  plan. 
Such  an  arrangement  proves  very  satisfactory  and  eco- 
nomical as  well.  At  present  we  have  one  district  owned 
bus. 

New  Building 

Plans  for  the  new  Elementary  School  are  still  in 
the  preliminary  stages.  The  building  committee  has 
held  several  meetings  this  year  under  the  chairmanship 
of  Mr.  Horace  Holden.  Mr.  Irving  Hersey  has  been  re- 
tained as  architect  on  this  proposed  building  program. 
The  need  for  expanded  and  improved  elementary  school 
facilities  is  very  apparent.  Based  on  the  present  school 
enrollments,  and  projected  figures,  it  will  be  necessary 
to  have  additional  space  not  later  than  the  opening  of 
school  September,  1960. 

Maintenance  and  Building  Improvements 

The  School  Board  has  taken  a  very  forward  step  in 
its  organization  and  supervision  of  the  maintenance 
program.  Mr.  George  Moulton  was  hired  to  supervise 
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the  care,  maintenance,  and  repair  work  in  all  the  build- 
ings. For  the  first  time,  we  have  engaged  a  full  time 
janitor  for  the  Holclen  and  Stucco  Schools.  Mr.  Arthur 
LaForge  has  taken  over  this  work  and  has  given  very 
satisfactory  service.  We  were  very  fortunate  to  have 
Mr.  Moulton  with  us.  He  has  taken  care  of  all  electrical 
work,  carpentry  repairs,  and  general  upkeep  of  the 
buildings.  His  efforts  have  been  much  appreciated.  This 
setup  has  resulted  in  a  great  saving  to  the  Town  in  that 
minor  repairs  can  be  done  within  our  own  organization. 
Mr.  Sawyer  has  continued  this  year  as  janitor  of  the 
Farwell  School.

State  Aid 

New  legislation  this  past  year  has  done  much  to 
provide  financial  assistance  to  the  Town  of  Charles- 
town.  The  State's  share  of  the  Superintendent's  salary 
has  been  increased  from  $3,250.00  to  $4,500.00.  Our 
State  Aid  for  buildings  has  been  increased  from  20';  to 
30';  on  the  annual  payment  of  principal.  Our  General 
Aid  has  increased  from  about  $28,000  to  $42,000  an- 
nually. These  incomes  should  help  relieve  the  local  tax- 
payer considerably. 

The  School  Board 

This  was  our  first  year  of  operation  under  the  new 
School  Board  setup.  The  increase  in  size  of  the  board 
from  three  to  six  members  has  been  a  most  satisfactory 
revision.  The  School  Board  members  have  worked  har- 
moniously and  given  unqualified  support  to  the  adminis- 
trative officers.  The  personnel  of  the  board  is  printed 
elsewhere  in  this  report.  Mrs.  Willard,  Mrs.  Fisher,  Mr.

French,  Mr.  Bascom  and  others  have  taken  occasion  to 
visit  the  schools  in  session.  Their  interest  is  much  ap- 
preciated by  all  the  teachers. 

Matters  of  importance  adopted  by  the  new  Board 
might  be  listed  as  follows : 

1.  Meetings  are  held  twice  a  month,  one  devoted 
to  the  regular  business ;  the  other  for  special  items  ap- 
propriate to  the  season  of  the  year. 

2.  Meetings  are  conducted  according  to  a  stand- 
ard agenda,  presented  in  brochure  form. 

3.  All  purchases  are  presented  as  requisitions  for 
materials.  These  are  read  and  approved  by  the  Board, 
before  purchasing  is  consummated. 

4.  A  written  code  of  policies  and  regulations  was 
adopted,  and  a  copy  of  each  given  to  all  personnel  in  the 
school  department. 

5.  The  Board  has  approved,  along  with  other 
towns  in  the  Union,  to  provide  full  time  secretarial  help 
for  the  Superintendent.  This  will  provide  service  for 
the  Union  from  8:00  a.  m.  to  5:00  p.  m.  daily. 

Other 

We  all  appreciate  very  much  the  good  work  done 
by  Miss  Maclver,  our  School  Nurse.  As  always,  she  has 
carried  on  her  work  most  efficiently  and  with  the  best 
interests  of  all  at  heart.  This  has  been  a  busy  year  for 
her,  because  of  much  sickness  in  late  fall.  Under  the 
guidance  of  Miss  Maclver  we  are  insured  a  sound  health 
program  for  the  children  in  our  district. 

It  is  quite  possible  that  the  calendar  for  the  school 
year  will  be  increased  for  1958-1959.  Children  lose  much 
time  due  to  conventions,  meetings,  bad  weather  and 
other  reasons.  It  is  always  hard  to  make  up  time  lost 
to  meet  our  180  days  required  by  law.  A  few  extra  days 
in  the  school  calendar  will  correct  this  situation. 

This  report  would  not  be  complete  without  a  few 
words  concerning  our  Union  Secretary,  who  has  been 
identified  with  school  work  in  this  town  for  nearly  four- 
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teen  years.  Mrs.  Bradish  has  been  a  most  efficient  sec- 
retary. Her  knowledge  of  school  routine  and  mastery  of 
detail  have  been  a  great  help  to  me  in  my  work  of  this 
first  year  in  the  Superintendency. 

As  in  the  past,  Mr.  Weeks  has  cooperated  with 
school  officials,  by  transporting  hot  lunches  to  the  Far- 
well  School.  This  service  has  been  most  helpful  and  en- 
abled us  to  provide  equally  as  well  for  the  children  in 
North  Charlestown. 

My  experiences  with  the  people  in  Charlestown 
have  been  most  gratifying.  The  school  officials  appre- 
ciate the  fine  cooperation  given  them  by  the  bank  per- 
sonnel, town  officials,  postal  employees,  library  trustees, 
and  others  in  the  community.  The  interest  of  these  re- 
lated agencies  has  meant  a  great  deal  to  the  school  de- 
partment, and  helped  in  no  small  way  to  give  to  our 
young  people  worthwhile  educational  experiences  of 
which  we  may  be  proud. 

Finally,  I  wish  to  thank  the  teachers  and  school 
personnel  for  their  cooperation  and  help.  It  has  been  a 
pleasure  to  work  with  the  Charlestown  School  Board. 
The  members  have  served  faithfully  and  given  genuine 
support  to  our  school  organization.

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SCHOOL  NURSE'S  REPORT 

Many  times  during  the  past  five  years  I  have  been 
asked  these  questions:  "Do  you  work  for  just  this 
school  district?"  or  "How  many  schools  do  you  visit?" 
I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  answer  these 
questions. 

Your  school  nurse  is  employed  by  Supervisory 
School  Union  No.  5.  Union  No.  5  is  comprised  of  six 
school  districts  —  one  of  which  is  a  consolidated  school 
district  serving  two  towns.  We  have  approximately 
1300  children  in  nine  school  buildings.  The  building  and 
opening  of  three  new  schools  within  the  last  four  years 
resulted  in  the  closing  of  14  old  one  room  schoolhouses. 
The  opening  of  these  new  buildings  has  resulted  in  my 
having  more  time  to  work  with  the  children  and  more 
time  to  visit  with  parents.  Both  of  these  factors  have 
led  to  a  better  understanding  of  the  children's  problems 
as  well  as  better  means  to  cope  with  them.  Most  im- 
portant, however,  is  the  fact  that  these  new  buildings 
have  provided  a  more  healthful  and  wholesome  atmos- 
phere for  both  pupils  and  teachers. 

The  main  office  of  the  school  nurse  is  in  Charles- 
town.  As  most  of  you  know  our  Union  covers  a  large 
area.  One  of  our  districts  is  30  miles  from  Charlestown, 
another  is  21  miles,  another  is  20  miles  and  the  other 
two  districts  are  7  and  9  miles  from  Charlestown. 

A  monthly  schedule  is  set  up  by  the  school  nurse. 
Certain  days  of  each  month  are  set  aside  for  each  school 
district  and  a  copy  of  this  schedule  is  posted  in  each 
school.  Unless  an  emergency  arises  or  the  weather  pre- 
vents traveling  this  schedule  is  met.  Needless  to  say 
this  type  of  schedule  most  be  flexible  to  a  certain  de- 
gree. The  same  type  of  health  program  is  carried  out  in 
all  areas. 
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Salk  Vaccine  Clinics  have  again  been  made  avail- 
able to  all  areas.  Everyone  wishing  their  children  to 
have  Salk  Vaccine  have  had  several  opportunities  to  do 
so.  At  the  present  time  there  are  no  plans  for  f miner 
Salk  Vaccine  Clinics  in  the  schools.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
pre-school  children  will  have  their  Salk  Vaccine  through 
the  Pre-School  Immunization  Clinics.  These  clinics  will 
be  available  to  all  areas. 

Our  routine  testing  programs  were  carried  out  this 
past  year  as  usual.  The  fine  response  and  cooperation  of 
parents  and  interested  individuals  resulted  in  many 
more  corrections  of  defects  than  we  have  had  in  the 
past.  These  defects  included  problems  in  vision,  hear- 
ing, dental  needs,  orthopedic  needs,  general  health,  so- 
cial and  class  room  adjustments,  as  well  as  speech  dif- 
ficulties. In  instances  where  financial  assistance  was 
necessary,  it  was  provided  by  private  citizens,  service 
clubs  and  State  agencies. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to 
all  of  you  who  have  helped  so  much  with  the  school 
health  program  —  parents,  School  Board,  Superintend- 
ent, teachers,  principals  and  those  of  you  who  have 
helped  so  much  with  our  various  clinics.  Thank  you.

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CHARLESTOWN  HIGH  SCHOOL 
PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 

The  purpose  of  this  report  is  to  summarize  the  edu- 
cational experiences  and  activities  which  are  being  of- 
fered to  students  of  Charlestown  High  School. 

For  those  students  planning  to  go  to  college,  we 
have  instituted  a  program  whereby  students  are  given 
the  opportunity  to  increase  their  proficiency  in  academ- 
ic and  scientific  fields.  Members  of  the  faculty  are  offer- 
ing after  school  classes  in  Physics,  Chemistry,  English 
grammar  and  composition,  and  advanced  Math.  The 
purpose  of  these  classes  is  to  prepare  students  for  col- 
lege board  examinations  and  college  work. 

With  the  increased  emphasis  on  science,  our  phys- 
ics class  has  been  fortunate  indeed  to  have  been  includ- 
ed in  a  program  offered  by  Dartmouth  College.  Charles- 
town  pupils,  along  with  pupils  from  other  schools,  at- 
tend a  class  at  Dartmouth  once  a  month.  Our  teachers 
and  pupils  have  been  very  enthusiastic  about  these  ex- 
periences. 

The  policy  of  our  mathematics  department  has 
been  to  provide  students  with  a  firm  foundation  in  the 
functional  application  of  mathematical  skills  to  the 
problems  of  every  clay  living.  By  careful  guidance  this 
department  is  attempting  to  overcome  the  fear  which 
students  show  towards  higher  mathematics. 

Proficiency  in  oral  and  written  English  is  a  neces- 
sity for  all  students.  In  order  to  assure  that  our  stu- 
dents attain  this  proficiency,  we  have  taken  certain 
definite  steps  to  improve  our  English  program.  First, 
we  are  following  a  graded  English  chart  which  has 
been  carefully  prepared  to  indicate  which  skills  must 
be  taught  at  each  grade  level  and  which  skills  must  be 
reviewed  at  each  level.  Following  this  chart  should  in- 
sure continuity  in  the  English  program.  Inasmuch  as 
our  student  population  contains  a  wide  range  of  abilities 
in  this  field,  homogeneous  grouping  and  smaller  classes 
are  strongly  recommended.  Where  English  classes  have 
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been  split  this  year,  instruction  in  both  groups  has  been 
more  effective. 

Wherever  possible,  course  work  is  supplemented 
by  practical  experiences.  This  is  especially  true  in  home 
economics,  industrial  arts,  and  business  subjects.  In 
the  latter  instance,  for  example,  the  advanced  students 
have  been  assigned  as  teachers'  secretaries.  In  addition 
to  gaining  actual  experience,  these  students  have  great- 
ly relieved  the  secretarial  burden  of  the  teaching  and 
administrative  staff. 

Our  social  studies  department  which  aims  at  de- 
veloping thoughtful  citizens,  now  includes  a  current 
events  class.  Individual  copies  of  the  New  York  Times 
plus  a  weekly  supplement  of  current  events  for  high 
school  students,  are  delivered  to  the  school  regularly. 
This  keeps  the  course  alive,  up-to-date,  and  interesting. 

Many  activities  in  our  program  contribute  to  the 
physical  and  emotional  health  of  our  students  and  to 
their  development  of  interests  and  skills  which  they 
may  pursue  as  leisure  time  activities.  The  physical  edu- 
cation program  includes  calisthenics,  obstacle  courses, 
volley  ball,  and  instruction  in  all  types  of  dancing.  Dur- 
ing noon  recess  this  department  carries  on  a  program 
for  students  remaining  in  school  who  are  interested  in 
organized  activities.  Plans  are  also  being  made  to  in- 
clude an  intra-mural  sports  program  for  the  students 
net  associated  with  varsity  teams. 

Closely  related  to  the  physical  education  program 
is  varsity  athletics.  The  records  and  sportsmanship  of 
the  cross-country  and  basketball  teams  are  a  tribute  to 
the  coaches  and  the  students  associated  with  these 
sports.  Charlestown  is  represented  in  the  newly  formed 
South-Western  New  Hampshire  League  aimed  at  furth- 
ering the  spirit  and  competition  inherent  in  sports,  and 
in  the  future  to  promote  academic  and  social  activities 
among  its  members. 

Students  interested  in  music  may  elect  chorus, 
band  or  individual  instruction  in  musical  instruments. 
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Those  interested  in  dramatics  can  participate  in  the 
individual  class  plays  or  in  the  inter-school  competition 
play.  In  the  driver  education  course  students  are  taught 
to  become  responsible  drivers.  In  addition  to  the  me- 
chanical skill  of  driving,  students  learn  and  practice 
courtesies  of  the  road. 

In  an  attempt  to  combat  the  alarming  drop-out  rate, 
the  listless  academic  attitude  of  students  and  the  apath- 
etic feeling  toward  regular  attendance,  a  series  of  as- 
semblies have  been  planned  on  the  theme,  "How  Can  a 
High  School  Education  Serve  You  After  Graduation". 
Many  interesting  speakers  from  all  walks  of  life  are 
scheduled  for  these  assemblies. 

In  two  other  areas  our  school  program  has  made 
considerable  progress.  The  first  is  in  the  increased  stu- 
dent use  of  library  facilities  brought  about  by  coopera- 
tion between  the  library  staff,  its  trustees  and  the 
school  faculty.  Teachers  and  library  personnel  have  met 
on  several  occasions  to  reconcile  library  materials  on 
hand  with  books  which  the  teachers  felt  would  be  ad- 
vantageous to  their  programs. 

The  other  area  in  which  progress  has  been  made  is 
the  cafeteria.  The  cooperation  of  the  Mother's  Club, 
the  P.  T.  A.  and  the  various  classes  has  enabled  the 
school  to  purchase  a  vegetable  peeler  and  to  consider 
the  purchase  of  a  restaurant  size  mixer.  The  purchase 
of  the  vegetable  peeler  has  already  resulted  in  more  nu- 
tritional and  varied  menus.  To  quote  from  the  state  su- 
pervisor's report,  "This  is  the  best  lunch  program  I 
have  ever  seen  at  Charlestown  High  School".  The  super- 
visor's report  was  equally  enthusiastic  concerning  the 
maintenance  of  our  building. 

The  genuine  interest  of  the  community,  the  school 
board,  and  the  administration  has  encouraged  all  per- 
sons connected  with  the  schools  to  contribute  their  ut- 
most to  our  cooperative  endeavor  —  improving  our 
school.

His  services  are  deeply  appreciat- 
ed. 

We  want  to  thank  the  Mother's  Club  for  their  con- 
tinued interest  in  the  elementary  children. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  all  the 
teachers  and  the  school  nurse  for  their  cooperation  and 
assistance  during  the  past  year.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
STUDENT  AID  FUND 

The  Student  Aid  Fund  completes  its  first  year  of 
operation  with  the  filing  of  this  report.  Initiated  in  Jan- 
uary 1956  as  a  result  of  a  $500  gift  from  the  Rotary 
Club  in  Charlestown,  the  Fund  has  been  organized  and 
established  as  a  charitable  corporation,  enabling  it 
thereby  to  receive  contributions  and  yet  maintain  it- 
self as  a  separate  entity.  Established  for  the  purpose  of 
aiding  deserving  youth  of  Charlestown  in  the  further- 
ance of  its  education,  the  Fund  is  managed  by  a  board 
of  five  directors  composed  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  the  Principal  of  the  High  School,  and  three 
laymen  of  Charlestown  serving  three  year  terms: 
Gladys  L.  Adams,  Rolfe  L.  Jacobs,  and  Montford  H.  R. 
Sayce.  The  chairman  of  the  board  of  directors  is  David 
Mindess,  Principal  of  the  High  School,  who  was  elected 
at  the  beginning  of  the  school  term  to  fulfill  the  vacancy 
left  by  Walter  Alger ;  the  secretary-treasurer  is  Gladys 
L.  Adams. 

The  directors  have  held  numerous  meetings  during 
the  past  year  in  creating  the  organization  and  in  estab- 
lishing the  procedures  of  the  Fund.  It  has  been  deter- 
mined that  the  Fund  shall  operate  on  a  loan  basis,  with 
the  recipient  having  the  use  of  the  loan  throughout 
the  period  of  his  need.  At  the  expiration  of  need  the 
recipient  is  expected  to  repay  the  loan  so  that  the  money 
may  be  available  again  to  benefit  another.  By  employing 
such  a  system  the  Fund  is  in  a  position  to  continue  its 
aid  indefinitely. 

In  June  of  this  past  year  two  graduating  students 
were  granted  funds  totalling  $505.00,  which  they  are 
currently  using.  Since  the  orginal  contribution  of 
$500.00,  the  total  money  available  to  the  Fund  has  in- 
creased to  $1,301.12.  This  increase  has  been  due  to  the 
generous  gifts  made  to  the  Fund  by  the  Alumni  Associ- 
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ation,  the  Mothers'  Club,  the  Rotary  Club  and  the  Class 
of  1957,  and  to  the  money  realized  from  the  Benefit 
Basketball  Game  conducted  by  the  High  School.  The 
current  balance  of  money  on  hand  and  available  for  aid 
is  $796.12. 

It  is  the  expressed  hope,  that,  as  every  one  becomes 
aware  of  the  Student  Aid  Fund  and  the  service  which 
it  is  providing-,  he  will  feel  encouraged  to  support  and  to 
contribute  to  it.  Additional  money  with  which  to  work 
will  place  the  Fund  in  a  much  stronger  position,  and  will 
enable  it  to  increase  its  aid  to  the  youth  of  Charlestown 
in  the  furtherance  of  its  education.
